N.Y. REGISTRATION BILL SIGNED! 


Governor Rockefeller has signed into law the bill providing for professional registration of landscape 
architects, according to a telegram just received from co-chairmen DAVE LEVINE and JOHN RYAN. Previous 
approval by both houses of the legislature was little short of unanimous. 


This comes as the gratifying climax to a long and arduous campaign as a joint effort by the New York 
and Upstate New York Chapters, A.S.L.A. in which LEVINE (now chairman of the national Committee on Pro- 
fessional Registration), RYAN (on the front line in Albany),NICK ANNESE in New York City and a host of 
others worked tirelessly to accomplish the final result. They deserve the congratulations and thanks of 
landscape architects thruout the country. 


New York is then the third state, after California and Georgia, to enact such legislation (although 
Michigan and Louisiana have modified forms). The New York law, however, is the first to regulate the 
practice of landscape architecture, in addition to restricting the use of the title. In response tc 
numerous requests, the ASIA Field Office in Washington is preparing a "Registration Kit" of information 
for those state groups who may wish to follow suit. 


Landscape architects wishing to apply for a license under the "grandfather clause" have until 1 July 
1961 to file. Currently, our representatives are working out procedural details with the N. Y. State 
Education Department (which was instrumental in the bill's passage, and will have an active part in its 
administration), which will be published to the membership when completed. Until further notice, infor- 
mation may be obtained from the State Education Department, Division of Professional Education, 23 South 
Pearl Street, Albany 7, New York. 


BUCKMINSTER FULLER TO SPEAK AT WALDORF 


The inventor of the geodesic dome and the Dymaxion house, R. Buckminster Fuller, will address the 
6lst Annual Meeting of the Society, in New York according to WOLCOTT ANDREWS, General Chairman. Mr. Fuller, 
one of America's most distinguished architect-engineers, hardly needs introduction, but for the record: 
received the New York A.I.A. Award in 1952, the Gran Premio, Triennialle de Milano, Italy, in 1954 and 
1957, the Centennial Award from Michigan State University in 1955, the gold medal of Scarab, national 
architectural society in 1958, the Gold Medal, jointly awarded by Philadelphia A.I.A. and Franklin Institute, 
among others. His well-known dome structures include that of the Ford Motor Company at Dearborn and of 

Kaiser Aluminum at Honolulu.

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AMERICANA FOR 1962 


The slightly-more-than-fabulous AMERICANA Hotel, located in Bal Harbour, Florida, just north of Miami 
Beach, has been selected as the headquarters for the 63rd Annual Meeting of the Society 16-20 June 1962. 
Designed by Architect Morris Lapidus and Landscape Architect FREDERIC STRESAU, ASLA, the contemporary-styled 
structure (even to a hyperbolic paraboloid by the swimming pool), is a jewel in the rather glittery crown of 
the Miami area. 


Selection of the Americana, however, was governed by more down-to-earth factors such as price and loca- 
tion of meeting, exhibit and guest rooms, food quality and meal prices, plus extensive special services by the 
hotel. A number of other hotels, representing a considerable spread of prices and services, were inspected and 
screened by a local committee of the Florida Chapter consisting of PORTER REYNOLDS, DONALD BOWMAN, FRED STRESAU, 
BOB NEAL (president of the Florida Chapter) and field secretary LYNN HARRISS. 


CLAY WINS JOURNALISM AWARD 


One of two top prizes of $500. each in the 7th Annual Journalism Awards Competition sponsored by the A.I.A.

Clay's prize winning work was "Metropolis Regained" in the July 1959 issue of Horizon magazine, was 
selected by the jury because, in their words. !"it stood out as a thoughtful, well-written article on the future 
of the American city which managed to tell a story to a non-architectural audience without talking down to 
them." 


Gold Medal of Honor for Landscape Architecture was awarded by the Architectural League of New York jointly 
to Skidmore, Owings & Merrill, architects and landscape architects, and Isamu Noguchi, sculptor and landscape 
designer, for the landscape design of the Connecticut General Life Insurance Building in Hartford.

Washington Notebook 


Department of Labor Statistics is considering the inclusion of a section on Landscape Architecture in the 
next edition of their Occupational Outlook Handbook. Current edition carries sections on Architecture and ten 
kinds of Engineering, but nary a peep about Landscape Architecture. Your Field Secy. has conferred with the 
Department, offered to help prepare the section, may need some assistance. 








Division of Education in the Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare has been requested by the Washington 
office to include a section on Landscape Architecture in their next issue of Education for the Professions. 
Here again, we are at present unaccounted for. 








Voluntary Pension Plan for self-employed may go through this session of Congress if the new proposal by 
the Treasury Department goes through. Up until recently, the Treasury had opposed the plan, HR 10, introduced 
by Rep. Eugene Keogh (D-NY) early in 1959. It was, they said, discriminatory. Furthermore, since it would 
permit self-employed persons to deduct from their taxable income a certain amount set aside each year for retire- 
ment purposes. Hence the hopes of the professions and small businesses who favored the bill seemed to be head- 
ed for disappointment. Now, the vituation looks brighter. The bill is in the Senate Finance Committee who is 
considering the fairly reasonable revisions proposed by the Treasury. It looks like an outside chance, just 
might go through. 





New Appointees to California State Board of Landscape Architects were announced recently by Governor 
Brown : Theodore Osmundson Jr., ASLA of San Francisco to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Lynn 
Harriss, and Courtland P. Paul of Pasadena, to fill the expired term of George Huntington, ASLA. C. Mason 
Whitney, ASLA, has been appointed to the Berkeley Fine Arts Commission, succeeding Osmundson. 








New.Urban Renewal Manual is now available. The old manual, 1075 pages in three rather poorly-indexed 
volumes, has been replaces by the new, two-volume edition totalling 625 pages, logically organized and indexed.
